STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  in  said  County  of  Hillsborough, 
in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Francestown  on 
Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
to  act  upon  the  subjects  hereinafter  set  forth.  The  voting  on  Articles  1  thru  3 
will  be  by  official  ballot,  and  the  polls  shall  be  open  for  balloting  on  said  date 
at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  shall  not  close  before  7:00  o'clock  in  the 
evening. 


Article  1 . 

To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 
(By  Official  Ballot) 

Article  2.  (Non-Conforming  Lots) 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adoption  of  Amendment  Number  1  dealing  with  non-conforming 
lots  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance? 
(By  Official  Ballot) 

The  purpose  of  this  proposal  is  to  assure  that  only  substandard  lots  which  were 
assessed  by  the  Town  of  Francestown  as  individual  lots  on  April  1,  1999  and/or 
which  are  located  within  a  subdivision  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  are  built 
upon  and,  then,  only  if  the  lot  can  meet  zoning  requirements  -  such  as  septic  and 
water  -  other  than  size  and  acreage. 
The  Planning  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  recommending  this  proposal. 

Article  3.  (Phased  Development) 

Are  you  in  favor  of  adoption  of  Amendment  Number  2  adding  a  new  section,  3.1 .4, 
Phased  Development,  as  follows: 

The  Planning  Board  may  require  that  a  development  be  constructed  in  phases, 
according  to  a  schedule  which  will  be  consistent  with  the  capacity  of  public  services 
and  facilities,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  schools  and  transportation,  and  with  the 
building  and  capital  improvement  plans  to  provide  those  services  as  developed  by 
the  Town  of  Francestown  and  the  Contoocook  Valley  School  District.  The  authority 
vested  under  this  ordinance  is  pursuant  to  RSA  674:21,  and  the  Planning  Board 
shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction.  The  Planning  Board  may  adopt  such  regulations 
as  it  deems  prudent  and  necessary  to  effectuate  this  ordinance. 
(By  Official  Ballot) 
The  Planning  Board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  recommending  this  proposal. 
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Pursuant  to  RSA  39:2a  and  the  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1979, 
you  are  hereby  notified  the  second  session  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Town 
of  Francestown  will  be  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Saturday,  the  Eighteenth  day 
of  March  next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  at  which  time  the  town  will 
act  on  the  following  subjects. 


Article  4 . 

To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  to  make  appropriations  for  the  same. 

Article  5. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty-Eight 
Thousand,  Two  Hundred  Forty-Eight  Dollars,  ($28,248.00)  to  purchase  a  new  2000 
Dodge  Durango  with  interior  cage,  such  sum  to  be  raised  for  this  purpose  by  the 
withdrawal  of  Twenty-Seven  Thousand  Dollars,  ($27,000.00)  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  entitled  "Police  Cruiser",  and  the  balance  of  One  Thousand  Two 
Hundred  Forty-Eight  Dollars,  ($1,248.00)  by  taxation,  or  take  any  other  action 
relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  6. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  the  net  proceeds  received  from  the  sale  of  the 
1996  Ford  cruiser  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  entitled  "Police  Cruiser",  or  take  any 
other  action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  7. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  up  to  Ninety-Five  Thousand, 
Seven  Hundred  Dollars  ($95,700.00)  to  buy  a  new  2000  Ford  550  Chassis  with  a 
custom  body  to  serve  as  a  rescue  vehicle,  such  sum  to  be  raised  for  this  purpose 
by  the  withdrawal  of  Seventy-Five  Thousand,  Seven  Hundred  Dollars  ($75,700.00) 
from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  entitled  "Replacement  of  Fire  Trucks";  and  accept 
a  gift  of  up  to  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($20,000.00)  from  the  Mt.  Crotchet 
Firefighters  Association;  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and     the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  8. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.00)  to  reconstruct  a  portion  of  the  Second  New 
Hampshire  Turnpike  South  beginning  at  the  Lyndeborough  town  line,  and  ending  at 
the  Caskie  Bridge,  and  further  to  reconstruct  a  portion  of  said  road  at  or  about  the 
intersection  of  Avery  Road,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  withdrawal  of  One 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,00.00)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  entitled 
"Future  Town  Road  Improvements",  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 
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Article  9. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seventy-Five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000.00)  to  fund  the  Town's  share  of  the  Main  Street 
reconstruction  project,  including  the  sidewalk,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the 
withdrawal  of  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000.00)  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  entitled  "Future  Town  Road  Improvements",  or  take  any  other  action  relating 
thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  10. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred 
Seventy-One  Thousand,  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($271,500.00)  to  be  placed  in  the 
Capital  Reserve  Accounts,  to  be  allocated  as  follows: 

Future  Replacement  of  Fire  Trucks  $40,000.00 

Future  Replacement  of  Fire  Dept.  Radios  500.00 

Future  Replacement  or  Purchase  of  Hwy.  Equip.  30,000.00 

Future  Replacement  of  Police  Cruiser  6,000.00 

Future  Reappraisal  of  Real  Estate  5,000.00 

Future  Purchase  or  Improvement  of  Recreation  Lands  5,000.00 

Future  Town  Building  Improvements/Acquisition  20,000.00

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  11. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty-Two 
Thousand  Dollars  ($22,000.00),  to  repair,  scrape,  prime,  and  paint  the  exteriors  of 
the  Town  Hall,  Horse  Sheds,  Town  Hall  Annex,  and  the  new  town  office  building  or 
take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  12. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  One 
Hundred  Thirty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($1 35,000.00),  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the 
withdrawal  of  Forty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($45,000.00)  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  entitled  "Town  Building  Improvements";  Ninety  Thousand  Dollars  ($90,000.00) 
withdrawn  from  the  General  Fund  undesignated  balance,  to  fund  the  renovation  of 
the  former  elementary  school  for  town  offices,  or  take  any  other  action  relating 
thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 
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Article  13  . 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  recommendations  of  the  Highway  Advisory 
Committee  to  hire  a  Public  Works  Director  to  oversee  Highway  Department  activities 
and  other  maintenance  functions  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  further  to  raise  and  appropriate  up  to  Twenty-Two  Thousand  Dollars 
($22,000.00)  in  additional  funds  for  this  position,  or  take  any  other  action  relating 
thereto; 

The   Selectmen   and  a  majority  of  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee 
recommend  this  appropriation. 

Article  14. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars  ($10,000.00)  for  preliminary  site  plans  and  building  design  for  the  proposed 
new  highway  garage  and  ancillary  structures,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the 
withdrawal  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
entitled  "Highway  Building",  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  15. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  up  to  Forty-Nine 
Thousand  Eight  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($49,850.00)  to  purchase  a  new  2000  Ford 
550  with  plow  assembly  and  a  6  year  maintenance  agreement,  such  sum  to  be 
raised  for  this  purpose  by  the  withdrawal  of  up  to  Forty-Nine  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($49,850.00)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  entitled 
"Replacement  of  Road  Equipment".  The  1993  Ford  one  ton  dump  truck  currently 
operated  by  the  Highway  Department,  will  be  sold  or  traded  to  offset  the  expense 
of  purchasing  the  new  vehicle,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

A  majority  of  the  Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation,  while  the  Budget 
Advisory  Committee  is  unanimously  opposed. 

Article  16. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  Thirty 
Thousand  Dollars  ($30,000.00)  to  complete  the  required  fire  safety  improvements 
of  the  Bixby  Library  building  such  sums  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  or  take  any  other 
action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  17. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  rescind  its  affirmative  vote  on  article  10  at  the  March  12, 
1991  Town  meeting  to  permit  the  construction  of  a  vehicular  museum  on  the  Town 
Common  next  to  the  Old  Meeting  House,  and  vote  to  permit  the  construction  of  a 
similar  building  on  the  grounds  of  the  "Red  School",  or  take  any  other  action  relating 
thereto; 

Article  18. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eleven  Thousand 
Dollars  ($11,000.00)  to  improve  the  drainage  system  along  the  Second  New 
Hampshire  Turnpike  North  from  the  Tory  Pines  parking  lot  to  the  top  of  Cock  Hill, 
such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  withdrawal  of  Eleven  Thousand  Dollars  ($11,000.00) 
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from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  entitled  "Town  Road  Improvements",  or  take  any 
other  action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  a  majority  of  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend 
this  appropriation. 

Article  19. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  from  its  affirmative  action  to  allow  use  of  the 
Town  Hall  Annex  space  as  a  trial  community  center,  and  vote  to  permit  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  lease  the  vacant  space  to  the  Francestown  Improvement  and 
Historical  Society,  (FIHS)  for  One  Dollar  ($1 .00)  per  year,  the  terms  to  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

Article  20. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty  Thousand 
Dollars  ($20,000.00)  to  be  placed  in  the  Conservation  Fund  as  authorized  by  RSA 
36-A:5,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto; 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  recommend  this 
appropriation. 

Article  21. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  send  the  following  resolution  to  the  New  Hampshire 
General  Court: 

Resolved,  New  Hampshire's  natural,  cultural  and  historic  resources  in  this 
town  and  throughout  the  state  are  worthy  of  protection  and,  therefore,  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  should  establish  and  fund  a  permanent  public/private  partnership 
for  the  voluntary  conservation  of  these  important  resources. 

Article  22. 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting;

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

This  year  has  been  one  of  accomplishment  and  frustration  for  the  town. 
The  new  flag  poles  at  the  Veteran's  IVlemorials  and  at  the  new  town  office  (Red  School) 
have  been  erected.   Generous  donations  to  help  fund  this  important  project  were 
received  from  Pacific  Lodge  No.  45,  F.  &  A.M,  the  Oak  Hill  Grange,  and  the  Pleasant 
Pond  Snowmobile  Club. 

The  computers  and  associated  software  are  now  operative,  thanks  to  Ken  Campbell  who 
has  given  much  of  his  time  to  assist  the  various  departments  during  this  transition  period. 

The  updated  communication  system  for  the  highway  department  is  now  in  operation  so 
that  there  is  direct  contact  between  fire,  police,  and  highway  for  the  first  time. 

The  ice  storm  grants  have  been  received  and  the  restoration  programs  are  nearly 
completed.  New  trees  on  the  Common  and  at  the  cemetery  were  part  of  this  program. 

The  mitigation  grants  for  the  Bixby  Dam  and  Mountain/Back  Mountain  Roads  were 
reviewed  by  Federal  officials  and  received  high  praise. 

A  proposal  to  permanently  repair  a  severe  drainage/erosion  problem  on  Dennison  Pond 
Road  is  currently  under  review  by  FEMA  with  approval  expected. 

The  booming  economy  caused  town  government  major  delays  regarding  the  "Red 
School"  renovation  and  the  library  project.  Contractors  were  over  booked  and  we  found 
it  difficult  to  obtain  estimates  or  bids  for  the  work  needed.  Additional  fire  code 
requirements  also  impeded  progress  with  both  the  "Red  School"  renovation  and  the 
library  project.  We  are  working  closely  with  the  Trustees  and  the  FIHS  board  to  resolve 
these  safety  issues. 

The  removal  of  the  underground  oil  tanks  will  be  delayed  another  year  because  of 
complications  involving  the  proper  location  of  above  ground  replacement  tanks  and 
transfer  of  fuel. 

Finally,  we  express  our  thanks  to  all  citizens  who  volunteered  their  time  and  expertise  to 
assist  in  the  governance  of  our  very  special  town,  and  ask  that  everyone  consider  getting 
involved  in  the  coming  year.  Our  town  and  our  quality  of  life  will  only  be  as  good  as  we 
are  willing  to  work  to  make  it.      Please  volunteer!

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establishing 
and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by 
management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  internal  control  structure 
policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  structure  are  to  provide  management  with 
reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  fi-om  imauthorized  use  or 
disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and 
recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  general  purpose  financieil  statements  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  intemal  control 
structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any 
evaluation  of  the  structure  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate 
because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  policies  and 
procedures  may  deteriorate. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Francestown,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1999,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of 
the  intemal  control  structure.  With  respect  to  the  intemal  control  structure,  we  obtained  an 
understanding  of  the  design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in 
operation,  and  we  assessed  control  risk  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  an  opinion  on  the 
intemal  control  structure.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  such  an  opinion. 

Our  consideration  of  the  intemal  control  stmcture  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in 
the  intemal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards  established  by  the 
American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the 
design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  intemal  control  stmcture  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a 
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relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  and  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely 
period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  We  noted  no  matters 
involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  management  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
However,  this  report  is  a  matter  of  public  record,  and  its  distribution  is  not  limited.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact  your 
local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside 
burning.  Fire  permits  are  required  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered 
with  snow  where  the  burning  will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and 
the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of 
up  to  S2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests 
and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  During  the  1999  season  Forest  Rangers  were  busy  assisting 
communities  with  suppression  of  difficult  and  remote  muld-day  fires.  Forest  Rangers  have  also 
invesfigated  numerous  complaints  regarding  violations  of  the  timber  harvest  and  forest  fire  laws, 
and  taken  enforcement  action  to  ensure  compliance.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest 
fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the 
state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest 
Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  The  1 999  fire  season  was 
a  challenging  but  safe  year  for  wildland  firefighters  in  New  Hampshire.  The  severe  drought 
conditions  throughout  the  spring  and  summer  months  combined  with  residual  effects  of  1998  Ice 
Storm,  resulted  in  a  dramatic  increase  in  wildland  fires.  In  addition  to  burning  in  excess  of  452 
acres,  35  structtires  were  also  impacted  by  wildfire.  Wildland  fires  in  the  urban  interface  is  a 
serious  concern  for  both  landowners  and  firefighters.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their 
structures  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  them  and  making  sure  that  houses  are 
properly  identified  with  street  numbers. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract 
aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from 
local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  confrolling  the  size  of  wildland  fires  and 
keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible. 

Please  contact  your  local  fire  department  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.

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Conservation  Commission  Report  1999 


The  Conservation  Commission  has  had  an  active  year. 

The  Forest  management  plan  for  the  Crotched  Mt.  Town  Forest  was  improved  this 
year  wdth  a  Timber  Stand  Type  Map  and  updated  management  recommendations. 
Streams,  wetlands,  stone  walls  and  old  cellar  holes  have  been  clearly  marked  on  the  new 
map,  and  wiU  be  avoided  during  timber  harvest  A  selective  harvest  is  recommended,  using 
sound  silvicultural  practices  that  will  allow  for  healthy  regeneration  of  the  forest. 

Three  members  of  the  board  attended  a  seminar  on  Best  Management  Practices  for 
Timber  Harvesting  The  information  garnered  will  be  particularly  beneficial  as  we  start  the 
process  of  managing  our  town  forest 

A  local  forester  has  been  hired  to  manage  the  Crotched  Mt.  Forest.  He  will  be 
following  the  recommendations  in  our  management  plan,  as  well  as  the  guidelines  adopted 
by  the  Conservation  Commission  in  1993.  These  guidelines  are  based  on  a  multiple  use 
policy,  with  our  goals  being  to  preserve  and  enhance  wildlife  habitat,  establish,  maintain 
and  promote  recreational  opportunities,  preserve  cuhural  and  historical  features,  promote 
educational  and  environmental  awareness  programs,  preserve  wetlands  and  watersheds, 
and  to  manage  the  forest  for  the  sustained  production  of  timber. 

We  had  a  wildlife  management  specialist  from  the  U.N.H  Extension  Service  work 
with  us.  After  walking  through  the  forest.  He  then  presented  the  board  with 
recommendations  on  ways  to  provide  and  improve  habitat  for  a  diversity  of  wildlife. 
When  the  first  section  of  the  forest  was  marked  for  harvesting  he  went  with  the  forester, 
marking  areas  that  would  make  ideal  wildlife  openings.  His  help  and  advice  will  continue 
to  be  available  to  us,  at  no  cost  to  the  town     He  will  also  be  available  to  assist  us  with 
fijture  educational  programs 

We  applied  and  were  approved  for  a  WHIP  grant  (Wildlife  Habitat  Incentive 
Program)  This  grant  will  pay  for  75%  of  the  cost  of  seeding  wildlife  openings,  the 
planting  of  shrubs  that  will  provide  food  for  wildlife,  and  the  releasing  of  old  apple  trees. 

There  was  a  significant  amount  of  ice  storm  damage  fi"om  the  storm  of  1998  in  the 
higher  elevations  of  the  Town  Forest.  The  Town  received  fiands  from  the  N.H.  Ice  Storm 
Community  Grants  Program  to  have  this  cleaned  up  The  clean  up  work  has  been 
completed  This  work  was  done  primarily  to  minimize  the  risk  of  forest  fires,  as  well  as  to 
make  it  a  safer  environment  for  those  who  use  that  part  of  the  forest. 

Trail  work  in  the  Forest  continues  to  be  an  ongoing  project.  The  Boy  Scouts 
spent  a  day  cleaning  up  debris  in  and  around  the  trail,  and  other  volunteers  worked 
cleaning  up  storm  debris  in  other  parts  of  the  forest. 

The  FCC  has  continued  to  look  into  the  purchasing  of  additional  land  for  open 
space  preservation  Open  space  is  important  to  the  fiiture  of  New  Hampshire  It  helps 
protect  and  conserve  our  natural  resources,  provides  recreation  and  wildlife  habitat,  and 
preserves  the  rural  character  of  our  town.  It  costs  very  little  in  the  way  of  community 
services    Open  space  is  important  to  the  economy  of  New  Hampshire,  supporting  more 
than  100,000  related  jobs,  and  about  891  million  dollars  in  state  and  local  revenue. 
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The  proposed  Land  &  Community  Heritage  Program  to  be  considered  by  the  Legislature 
soon,  should  help  us  purchase  additional  land  for  the  preservation  of  open  space.  This 
incentive  program  will  provide  matching  state  funds  for  the  acquisition  of  land. 

We  participated  with  the  Waste  Disposal  Commission  on  another  successful 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day,  and  once  again  provided  the  children  at  the  Elementary 
School  with  seedlings  in  the  spring. 

An  informational  packet  is  being  developed  to  send  to  the  owners  of  property 
within  the  Shoreline  Protection  Areas,  advising  them  of  the  restrictions  on  tree  cutting, 
fertilizer  use,  setbacks,  etc. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Boy  Scouts  for  the  clean  up  work  they  did  on  the 
trails  in  the  town  forest  and  to  all  the  other  citizens  who  volunteer  their  time  throughout 
the  year.  Your  continued  support  is  appreciated.

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ROAD  AGENTS  REPORT  1999 

The  winter  of  '99  was  another  ice  event  requiring  an  increase  use  of  salt  and  sand.  We  had 
no  winter  in  the  November/December  time  period,  helping  to  hold  down  the  budget. 
In  the  maintenance  department,  we  did  major  repairs  to  our  grader,  replacing  the  engine  and 
gears,  to  parts  of  the  drive  unit  and  mold  board.  This  should  help  in  having  it  reach  its 
projected  life  expectancy  of  the  year  2008.  We  replaced  a  1973  5-ton  army  truck  with  a 
surplus  1987  International  six  wheeler  due  to  an  engine  break  down  for  $3000.00  and 
mounted  the  sander  units.  The  ten  wheeler  is  working  out  fine,  we  had  a  complete  break  job 
done  to  it  last  spring. 

No  large  projects  were  scheduled,  but  we  did  two  large  culvert  replacements,  regular  shim, 
sealing  and  graveling.  One  of  our  regular  crew,  Abe  will  be  out  due  to  a  major  lung  operation 
in  January.  At  this  time  he's  doing  fine.  Again,  part-time  help  did  a  great  job  helping  to  pick 
up  the  slack,  D.  Foote,  D.  Kullgren,  R.  Miller,  and  DJ  Warner  -  thanks  guys! 

Equipment  purchases  this  year  will  be  a  new  4-wheel  drive  one  ton  from  capital  reserves. 
We  may  get  another  man  to  replace  George  Morgan.  Road  rebuilding  will  commence  on  2"*^ 
NH  Turnpike  South  as  part  of  CIP  plan,  if  voted  in.  Hope  to  do  more  ditching  &  shoulder  work 
on  tar  roads  this  year.

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FRANCESTOWN  ADVISORY  ROAD  MAINTENANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  1 999  year  really  started  after  town  meeting  when  the  committee  received  the  agenda  from  the  selectmen.  David 
Jonas,  assuming  the  position  of  ex-officio,  presented  a  12-point  agenda  We  consolidated  most  items  and  divided  the 
committee  into  two  subcommittees.  Most  of  the  items  requested  could  be  placed  into  three  categories  -  Dept  of  Public 
WorksZ/equipment  needs,  manpower,  purchases,  raw/processed  materials,  hiring  private  contractors;  Data  Information 
Systems,  and  new  Public  Works  building.  Harry  Vamum,  Richard  Kiczek  and  Betsy  Hardwick  took  on  the  task  of  the 
computer  systems  with  the  road  and  equipment  management  system  Scott  Carbee  and  I  took  on  the  new  public  works 
building  and  site-preparation 

The  committee  as  a  whole  met  throughout  the  year  and  on  November  15,  1999  made  a  recommendation  to  the 
selectmen  in  reference  to  hiring  a  fourth  person  and  to  start  the  process  of  a  Department  of  Public  Works: 

The  committee  recommended  the  addition/hiring  of  another  fiiU  time  employee  to  the  Francestown 
Highway  Department.  This  employee  should  be  supervisory  in  nature  and  placed  in  charge  of  the 
Highway  Department.  This  individual  should  have  a  good  working  knowledge  of  highway  department 
functions  and  is  expected  to  supplement  the  staffing  when  conditions  warrant.  The  primary  purpose  of 
this  individual  is  to  introduce  a  level  of  quality  into  the  performance  of  the  department,  have  sufficient 
knowledge  and  qualifications  to  eventually  unify  all  towoi  functions  under  the  auspices  of  a  Department 
of  Public  Works.  In  the  fiiture,  as  manager  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  this  individual  would 
assume  responsibility  for  over  seeing  the  Highway  Department,  Recycling  Center,  Town  buildings, 
cemeteries,  maintenance  and  all  seasonal  departments.  This  individual  should  also  have  a  good  working 
knowledge  of  electronic  media  and  would  assume  responsibility  for  all  administrative  and  techmcal 
work  in  directing  operations.  The  Public  Works  EHrector  would  work  independently  under  general 
direction  of  Francestown  Selectmen.  The  starting  salary  for  this  position  should  be  sufficient  to  attract 
an  individual  of  a  high  caliber  and  qualifications  and  be  for  a  probationary  period  of  time.  The 
probationary  period  and  starting  salary  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Francestown  Selectmen.  Salary 
should  be  equivalent  to  that  of  individuals  employed  by  other  municipalities  and  having  similar 
responsibilities. 
The  Municipal  Equipment  Management  System  and  Road  Surface  Management  Systems  subcommittee  reported  the 
following: 

During  1 999,  a  computer  system  was  procured  for  the  Highway  Department  to  electronically  track  and 
compile  statistical  data.  The  Road  Surface  Management  System  was  installed,  and  steps  were  taken  to 
start  tracking  road  surface  data,  assist  in  budgeting  expenditures  and  creating  and  tracking  work  orders, 
and  planning  road  strategy  repairs  To  date,  information  on  paved  roads  was  entered  into  the  database 
and  a  few  of  the  budget  indexes  were  modified  to  Francestown' s  needs.  However,  due  to  a  reduced 
number  of  highway  employees  and  medical  problems  that  occurred  in  that  department,  all  information 
could  not  be  obtained  and  placed  in  the  database  this  past  year  This  database,  when  completed,  will 
aid  in  developing  a  maintenance  budget  based  on  cost  effective  decisions.  This  involves  a  systematic 
process  of  evaluating  the  condition  of  the  road  network  and  allocating  limited  funds  where  they  can 
do  the  most  good. 

The  MEMS  Program  (Municipal  Equipment  Management  System)  has  been  plagued  by  several 
technical  difficulties,  the  latest  being  the  program  was  not  Y2K  compliant  Personnel  at  UNH  T^  have 
diligently  been  working  on  the  problem  and  expect  to  have  it  rectified  and  the  program  properly 
operating  by  the  latter  part  of  March  2000.  This  program  will  aid  Francestown  by  providing 
organization  based  on  the  user's  needs  and  standards,  and  quick  easy  access  for  viewing,  reporting  and 
analyzing  data.  The  program  is  divided  into  five  basic  categories:  administrative  protocols,  inventory, 
reports,  maintenance  scheduling,  maintenance  history,  equipment,  fiiel,  parts/supplies  inventory, 
purchase  orders,  work  orders  and  the  ability  to  create  custom  reports  tailored  to  the  town's  needs 
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based  on  information  obtained  from  the  MEMS  database.  It  will  require  the  acquisition  and  installation 
of  a  bar  code  scanner  as  originally  requested.  The  bar  code  scanner  would  be  used  to  scan  inventory 
items,  both  into  and  out  of  inventory.  This  will  help  reduce  administrative  workload  and  make  it  more 
efficient  to  itemize  current  inventory  and  parts. 
Report  of  the  Building  Subcommittee,  January  2000: 

Paul  Ellis  and  Scott  Carbee  visited  area  highway  departments,  spoke  with  department  heads,  toured 
facilities  and  reviewed  maintenance  practices.  New  Boston,  Greenfield,  Lyndeborough,  Amherst, 
Hancock,  Milford  and  the  State  Highway  garage  on  Route  9  in  Stoddard  were  visited  Storage  of 
hazardous  materials  (paints,  lubricants,  solvents,  etc.),  highway  truck  stables,  seasonal  equipment 
storage  (sanders,  plows  and  frames,  chippers,  etc.),  as  well  as  sand  and  salt  storage  sheds  were 
reviewed.  Of  special  concern  is  the  need  to  recapture  salt  brine  and  site  water-run  off,  as  the 
Francestown  Town  Garage  is  located  on  a  major  aquifer  and  is  next  to  a  wetland  area. 
Before  any  cost's  projections  for  a  new  Highway  Department  facility  and  a  future  Safety  Center 
(highway,  police  and  fire  departments)  can  be  prepared  several  points  need  to  be  addressed:  a  boundary 
survey,  wetland's  delineation,  soil  studies  and  topographic  information  are  needed  to  determine  any 
restrictions/capabilities  of  the  physical  site  for  the  short  and  long  term. 
We  are  still  in  the  process  of  obtaining  information  on  the  needs  of  such  a  fecility  In  addition,  we  need  to  know  what 
the  well  and  septic  requirements/capabilities  (can  the  current  systems  in  place  at  the  fire  department  support  increased 
demands),  electrical  power  needs  (3-phase),  cost  of  a  trench  for  an  underground  power  supply,  transformer  pad  and 
transitional  period  of  construction  with  storage  trailer  rentals  to  name  just  a  few.  Cost  estimates  are  unknown  and  it  would 
not  be  prudent  to  release  figures  for  the  facility  as  there  aren't  any  written  specifications. 

The  Highway  Advisory  Committee  has  entered  an  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  preliminary 
ground  surveys  We  would  appreciate  your  support. 

The  Committee  would  also  like  to  report  that  from  July  through  August  1999  the  Selectmen  hired  Municipal 
Resources,  Inc  to  investigate  and  assess  the  Highway  Department  to  determine  a  course  of  action.  They  interviewed  all 
committee  members,  the  selectmen  and  the  highway  department.  They  also  observed  the  employees  during  their  workday. 
1  am  happy  to  report  that  their  assessment  came  back  almost  in  duplicate  of  what  the  Highway  Advisory  Committee  had 
recommended. 

However,  the  sad  part  is  none  of  the  recommendations  made  by  the  committee  and  Municipal  Resources,  Inc.  have 
been  put  into  practice  by  the  selectmen  The  reams  of  reports.  Employee  Handbook,  Performance  Evaluation,  Job 
Descriptions/Qualifications  and  pay  grades  remain  in  limbo.  The  new  fuel  system  is  not  being  recorded  on  a  database  to 
establish  cost  per  vehicle.  The  committee  will  continue  to  strive  to  get  all  tools  of  management  put  into  place  so  that  the 
community  will  have  some  kind  of  accountability  of  highway  expenses  and  work  performed 

Because  of  the  scope  of  work  to  be  done  by  the  committee  next  year,  I  have  asked  Scott  Carbee  to  co-chair  the 
committee.  He  has  graciously  accepted. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  committee  for  all  their  efforts  and  dedication

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  -  1999 

The  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  and  the 
Francestown  Zoning  Ordinance  give  the  Board  of  Adjustment  the  power 
to  do  the  following:  (1)  Hear  appeals  from  administrative  decisions 
relating  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  (2)  grant 
"Special  Exceptions"  under  the  Ordinance,  (3)  authorize  "Variances" 
from  the  teinns  of  the  Ordinance  and  (4)  grant  "Equitable  Waivers" 
from  compliance  with  the  dimensional  requirements  of  the  Ordinance. 
In  each  case  the  power  of  the  Board  is  strictly  limited  by  the 
terms  of  the  Statutes  and  the  Ordinance.  Persons  wishing  to  bring 
a  matter  before  the  Board  should  examine  the  Ordinance  before 
filing  an  application.  Copies  of  the  Ordinance,  forms  for 
applications  and  information  on  filing  fees  and  costs  are  available 
at  the  Town  Offices. 

The  1999  Board  consisted  of  Guy  A.  Swenson,  Jr.,  Chairman, 
Charles  Onasch,  Vice-Chairman,  Richard  S.  Mikula,  Richard  Kiczek 
and  Charles  M.  Pyle,  Jr.  Alternates  were  Josef  Nemeth,  Carol 
Ireland  and,  until  her  death  in  November  1999,  Ann  Soper.  Ann's 
contributions  to  the  work  of  the  Board  both  as  a  member  and  as 
Clerk  will  be  deeply  missed.  From  May  on  Carol  Ireland  served  as 
Clerk  and  Kira  Kilmer  served  as  recording  secretary. 

During  1999  the  Board  held  ten  meetings  covering  a  total  of 
six  applications.  Three  requests  for  Special  Exceptions  were 
granted  and,  in  one  case,  it  was  determined  that  no  Special 
Exception  was  needed.  One  request  for  a  Variance  was  denied  as  was 
one  application  for  an  Equitable  Waiver.

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FRANCESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD  -  1999 

The  Board  approved  two  consolidations,  one  for  Glaude  on  Route  47  and  one  for  Pope 
on  the  Pleasant  Pond  Road,  and  one  annexation  between  Neal  and  Natale  on  the  2nd 
New  Hampshire  Turnpike  South.  The  net  result  was  to  decrease  the  number  of  lots  in 
town  by  one. 

The  Board  also  granted  two  conditional  site  plan  approvals;  one  to  Susan  Neal  for  an 
animal  care  facility  on  the  2nd  New  Hampshire  Turnpike  South  and  one  to  Scott  Keith 
for  an  office  on  the  Greenfield  Road. 

Between  May  1st  and  October  31st  Harry  Vamum,  Ben  Watson  and  Peter  Zahn  began 
work  on  developing  a  base  line  traffic  profile  for  a  number  of  roads.  Each  counter  was 
left  out  for  approximately  two  weeks.  Data  provided  by  the  study  includes,  the  number 
of  axles  per  hour  in  each  direction,  morning  and  evening  traffic  peaks  and  the  average 
number  of  vehicles  per  day.  Below  are  a  few  of  the  results  fi^om  the  study:

The  traffic  counter  program  is  an  on-going  project  to  monitor  traffic  patterns,  to  help 
assess  infi'astructure  needs  and  priorities  and  to  assist  the  Planning  Board  in  analyzing 
the  relative  impact  of  new  development.  If  you  would  like  to  help  with  the  project  or  to 
obtain  more  information  on  the  results,  please  contact  Ben  Watson. 
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Two  zoning  amendments,  which  were  drafted  in  cooperation  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  Town  Counsel,  are  being  proposed  for  voter  consideration  on  Tuesday, 
March  14,  2000  Both  amendments  will  help  the  Town  minimize  some  of  the  negative 
aspects  of  development  which  appears  to  be  moving  in  our  direction  from  the  south. 

Amendment  #1  (Warrant  Article  #2)  deals  with  non-conforming  lots.  In  addition  to 
making  language  changes  elsewhere  in  the  ordinance  where  required  for  consistency  and 
clarity,  there  are  two  sections  of  the  ordinance  which  would  be  affected  by  this  proposal: 

The  ordinance  currently  provides  that  non-conforming  lots  may  be  used  for  single  family 
dwellings  and  for  restaurants  in  the  case  of  converting  a  dwelling  unit  to  an  eating 
establishment  provided  such  development  meets  health  and  all  zoning  requirements, 
other  than  the  amount  of  acreage  and  frontage.  Section  3. 1 .3  of  the  ordinance  would  be 
elaborated  on  as  follows: 

A  non-conforming  lot  may  be  used  as  a  building  lot  for  purposes  of  single 
family  dwellings,  for  Section  7. 10. 2  uses  and  as  otherwise  stipulated  in  the 
ordinances,  provided  that  the  lot: 

(a)  was  assessed  as  an  individual  lot  by  the  Town  of  Francestown  on  April  1, 
1999  and/or  was  part  of  a  subdivision  plat  recorded  in  the  Office  of  the 
Hillsborough  County  of  Deeds,  and 

(b)  has  frontage  on  a  Town-maintained  or  State-maintained,  highway  which  is 
sufficient  to  provide  adequate  access  to  the  lot,  and 

(c)  has  sufficient  area  to  accommodate  adequate  sewage  disposal  facilities  and 
water  supplies,  and 

(d)  satisfies  all  other  provisions  of  the  Zoning  Ordinmwe. 

Non-conforming  lots  shall  not  be  made  more  non-corrforming. 

Amendment  #1  would  also  add  a  provision  for  the  merger  of  non-conforming  lots  under 
certain  circumstances,  as  follows: 

Lots  which  do  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Town  of  Francestown 
zoning  ordinance,  which  are  contiguous  with  another  lot(s)  under  common 
ownership  and  where  at  least  one  of  said  lots  is  not  already  occupied  by  a 
dwelling  unit  or  business,  shall  be  considered  merged  and  shall  be  treated  as  a 
single  lot  for  all  land  use  purposes.   This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  lots 
which  were  assessed  by  the  Town  of  Francestown  as  individual  lots  on  April 
1, 1999  and/or  which  are  located  within  a  subitivision  tqfproved  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

This  amendment,  which  was  recommended  by  town  counsel,  is  consistent  with  long- 
standing tOAvn  policy  regarding  non-conforming  lots. 
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Amendment  #2  (Warrant  Article  #3)  would  add  a  section  to  the  ordinance  which  allows 
the  Planning  Board  to  require  that  a  development  be  constructed  in  phases,  according  to 
a  schedule  which  will  be  consistent  with  the  capacity  of  public  services  and  facilities: 

The  Planning  Board  may  require  that  a  development  be  constructed  in  phases, 
according  to  a  schedule  which  will  be  consistent  with  the  capacity  of  public 
services  and  facilities,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  schools  and  transportation, 
and  with  the  building  and  capital  improvement  plans  to  provide  those  services 
as  developed  by  the  Town  of  Francestown  and  the  Contoocook  Valley  School 
District.  The  authority  vested  under  this  ordinance  is  pursuant  to  RSA  674:21, 
and  the  Planning  Board  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction.  The  Planning  Board 
may  adopt  such  regulations  as  it  deems  prudent  and  necessary  to  effectuate  this 
ordjrumce 

If  you  have  any  questions  about  the  zoning  proposals  or  the  Plarming  Board,  in  general, 
please  do  not  hesitate  to  contact  one  of  our  members. 

Proposed  projects  for  2000  include  an  update  of  the  subdivision  and  site  plan  regulations 
and  development  of  an  illumination  ordination.

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FRANCESTOWN'S  SIX  YEAR  (2000-2005) 
CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PLAN 

The  Town's  Capital  Improvement  Plan  (CIP),  which  was  updated  in  January  of  2000, 
serves  three  basic  functions: 

1 .  First  and  foremost,  the  CIP  is  a  valuable  plarming  tool  which  should  help  the 
Town  to  anticipate,  prioritize,  coordinate  and  manage  its  capital  expenditures. 

2.  A  CIP  is  required  by  law  if  the  town  is  to  have  an  impact  fee  system  which 
requires  a  developer,  under  certain  circumstances,  to  offset  some  of  the  increased 
cost  to  the  Town  necessitated  by  his  project. 

3.  A  CIP  is  required  by  law  before  a  town,  should  it  find  it  necessary,  can  adopt 
a  growth  management  ordinance. 

Brief  Retrospective:  This  year  marks  the  1 1th  anniversary  of  the  CIP.  Capital  spending 
(net  of  reserves)  for  the  6  years  prior  to  its  inception  averaged  $68,000/year.  In  1989, 
the  first  year  of  the  plan,  voters  approved  $126,0(X)  of  capital  projects.  A  total  of  $1,927 
million  was  raised  over  the  eleven  year  period  fi'om  1989  through  1999  -  not  counting 
$90,700  for  non-capital,  non  budgetary  warrants.  The  CIP  established  reserves  as  the 
preferred  method  of  financing  large  ticket  items  and  the  last  outstanding  debt  issue  was 
retired  in  1998.  As  the  result  of  CEP  recommendations  not  only  was  fire/highway 
equipment  reserve  funding  coordinated  with  a  20  year  replacement  schedule  but  also  a 
number  of  new  reserves  -  e.g.  transfer  station  improvements,  recreation  land 
purchase/improvements,  road  improvements,  a  new  highway  garage  and  town  building 
improvements  and  acquisitions  -  were  created  to  bridge  the  gap  between  perceived 
needs/goals  and  their  realization.  The  CIP  was  also  the  catalyst  for  a  6  year  road 
improvement  program,  annual  funding  for  which  went  from  a  $14,000  appropriation  in 
1989  to  $100,000  in  1999.  As  a  result  of  the  gradual  build-up  of  programs,  the  flexible 
nature  of  reserve  financing  and  guidelines  for  the  prioritization  of  projects  net  capital 
spending  went  from  7. 1%  of  total  net  appropriations  in  1989  to  10.9%  in  1999  without 
creating  volatility  in  the  tax  rate.  Major  purchases/projects  over  this  time  included  the 
closure  of  the  Bennington  landfill,  the  replacement  of  the  Bixby  Dam,  new  playing  fields, 
the  purchase  of  the  Red  School  and  several  major  road  improvement  projects,  the  most 
ambitious  of  which  was  the  reconstruction  of  Mountain  Road. 

The  Planaing  Board  believes  that  the  relative  success  of  the  CIP  is  due  to  1)  a 
coherent  and  sensible  program;  2)  interdepartmental  support  and  cooperation  in 
contributing  to  the  plan,  prioritizing  projects  and  presenting  the  program  at  town 
meetings;  3)  the  formal  articulation  of  town  policies  and  goals  underlying  spending 
recommendations,  and  4)  a  sustained  effort  to  keep  the  public  involved  and  as  fuUy 
informed  as  possible.  All  of  these  elements  appear  to  have  been  critical  in 
establishing  credibility  with,  and  winning  the  support  of,  voters  at  annual  town 
meetings. 

If  you  believe  that  the  CIP  has  provided  you  with  information  which  has  helped 
you  and  the  town  make  better  informed  decisions  at  town  meeting,  that  the  town 
should  continue  to  assess  impact  fees  where  appropriate  and  that  the  town  should 
be  positioned  to  adopt,  if  necessary,  a  growth  management  ordinance  on  a  timely 
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basis,  please  let  Planning  Board  members.  Budget  Committee  members  and  the 
Selectmen  know. 

2000  Town  Warrant.  The  Planning  Board  is  recommending  a  spending  plan,  net  of 
reserves  and  other  offset  revenues,  of  $314,500  compared  to  a  recommended  plan  of 
$291,500  in  1999  -  despite  the  fact  that  the  estimated  cost  of  building  projects 
considered  by  department  heads  to  be  critical  this  year  went  up  by  over  $150,000.  The 
cost  of  fimding  the  two  town  building  reserves,  one  unanticipated  project  -  the  painting 
of  4  town  buildings/structures  -  and  cost  increases  in  two  planned  projects,  the  library 
fire  escape  and  Red  School  improvements  -  is  projected,  based  on  information  available 
as  of  February  1st,  at  $297,000.  The  CIP  recommends  that  of  this  total,  $87,000  be 
fiinded  by  taxation,  $100,000  by  withdrawals  from  reserves  and  designated  fiind  surplus 
and  $100,000  by  withdrawals  from  undesignated  fund  surplus 

The  most  significant  difference  between  the  CIP  and  the  actual  warrants  is  that  the  CIP 
recommends  that  the  library  fire  escape  be  funded  from  reserves.  (In  regard  to  the  article 
for  a  director  of  public  works,  the  CIP  reflects  all  staffing  issues  in  the  operating  budget. 
This  is  a  difference  in  accounting  only  -  not  in  overall  tax  liability.) 

Specifics  of  the  2000  CIP  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  are  listed  in  Column  2 
of  Exhibit  1  on  the  next  page.  Also  included  in  Exhibit  1  are  the  warrant  articles  as 
actually  proposed  by  the  departments.  Footnotes  indicate  whether  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee  recommend  approval  of  a  particular  warrant 
article. 

The  CIP  is  prepared  -  and  this  summary  is  provided  -  to  assist  you  in  your  decision 
making  at  Town  Meeting.  If  you  would  like  additional  information  or  a  copy  of  the 
complete  plan  and/or  if  you  have  any  questions  about  the  plan  and  how  it  is  prepared, 
please  consult  the  Planning  Board  Newsletter  or  contact  the  Planning  Board.

REPORT  OF  ROAD  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 

The  Road  Improvement  Program  Sub-Committee  was  established  in  May  of  1989  by  the 
Planning  Board  to  help  develop  a  long  term  road  improvement  program  for  inclusion  in 
the  Capital  Improvement  Program. 

PURPOSE: 

1.  To  recommend  an  appropriate  sum  of  money  to  be  spent  each  year  to  improve 
the  roads  of  Francestown. 

2.  To  recommend  a  6  year  plan  of  roads  to  be  improved,  listing  roads  and  work 
to  be  done  on  each. 

GENERAL  RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1 .  To  continue  the  policy  that  the  fiill  cost  of  all  road  improvement  projects  be 
raised  by  warrant  article  stating  location  and  scope  of  each  project. 

2.  To  continue  to  raise  and  appropriate  $100,000  a  year,  to  be  allocated  between 
capital  reserves  and  capital  expenditures  as  needed.  At  present,  it  is 
recommended  that  funding  for  the  capital  reserve  established  for  future  road 
improvements  be  funded  by  $100,000  in  2000,  and  that  specific  projects  be 
funded  from  reserves. 

3.  Starting  in  1998,  to  have  the  majority  of  the  work  on  all  CIP  reconstruction 
projects  be  performed  by  qualified  outside  contractors,  rather  than  by  the 
Highway  Department 

4.  In  2000  to  withdraw  $100,000  fi-om  reserves  for  the  reconstruction  of  a)  the 
section  of  the  2nd  New  Hampshire  Turnpike  South  starting  at  the  Lyndeboro 
town  line  and  estending  northerly  to  the  Caskie  bridge  (or  a  distance  of 
approximately  2,406  L.F.  and  b)  a  short  section  of  the  same  road  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Avery  Road  intersection  in  order  to  remove  the  several  severe  frost  heaves 
in  that  area.  The  project  will  consist  of 

a.  Grinding  of  the  existing  paved  surface  for  the  entire  length  of  the  proposed 
project. 

b.  Excavating  unsuitable  material  (est.  2  foot  depth)  fi-om  the  town  line  to,  and 
including,  the  Russell  Station/Middle  New  Boston  intersection,  plus  the  short 
section  in  the  Avery  Road  area. 

c.  Replace  the  excavated  material  with  good  quality  bank  run  gravel. 

d.  Place  construction  fabric  where  needed  for  more  stable  subgrade. 
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e.  Replace  120  L.F  of  existing  culverts. 

f.  Place  6  inches  of  crushed  gravel  over  the  entire  lengthof  the  project. 

g.  Repave  the  entire  length  of  the  project  with  3  inches  of  hot  top  pavement. 

The  grade  and  alignment  of  the  road  will  emain  essentially  the  same.     No 
disturbance  of  walls  or  removal  of  trees  is  anticipated. 

5.  To  continue  the  accumulation  of  traffic  data  now  that  the  Planning  Board  has 
obtained  dependable  counters  which  were  used  effectively  this  past  year. 

6.  To  continue  to  reserve  $100,000  in  anticipation  of  the  Main  Street  project 
being  undertaken  in  200 1 .

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REPORT  OF  THE  fflSTORIAN- 1999 

In  January,  the  future  of  Crotched  Mountain  Ski  area  was  once  again  up  for  debate.  At 
a  public  meeting  held  that  month,  ideas  for  marketing  the  area  were  discussed,  and  in 
December  the  3 1 7  acre  property  was  purchased  at  auction  by  Terry  Schnare  of 
Bennington  for  $123,000.  Plans  for  the  future  of  the  area  have  not  been  announced. 

The  6.60  statewide  property  tax  (school  funding  tax)  was  approved  at  a  vote  on 
November  4'*'  by  the  State  Legislature  and  caused  the  tax  bills  in  town  to  go  down  3%. 

Y2K  was  the  "word"  of  the  year  and  in  Francestown  as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  world, 
any  concerns  about  vital  services  being  disrupted  due  to  computer  glitches  began  to  fade 
as  the  power  was  on  and  the  phones  worked  after  the  stroke  of  midnight  on  December 
31^. 

The  Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  sponsored  the  82"**  annual  Labor 
Day  celebration.  The  parade  theme  was  "The  most  notable  characters  of  the  millermium". 
Other  activities  during  the  weekend  included:  the  Francestown  Five  road  race,  arts  and 
crafts,  white  elephant  sale,  displays  at  the  historical  rooms,  mud  volleyball,  food  sale  and 
raffle.  FIHS  sponsored  the  fireworks  at  the  Black  and  White  Ball  New  Years  Eve 
celebration. 

The  Old  Meeting  House  had  213  lifetime  members  and  89  annual  members.  Officers 
were:  President-  Derald  Radtke,  Vice  President  and  Treasurer-  Bruce  Larsen,  Secretary- 
Sandi  Lowery.  Trustees  were:  Mit  Boyle,  Heather  Ireland,  Phil  Ireland,  Bruce  Larsen, 
Sandi  Lowery,  Merrill  Milke  and  Derald  Radtke.  The  OMH  was  listed  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places  on  June  14*  1999.  OMH  received  a  $15,000  grant  from  the 
Frank  Stanley  Beveridge  Foundation,  an  anonymous  gift  of  8.3  acres  in  Antrim  NH  and 
$500  from  the  Gilbert  Vemey  Foundation.  Events  held  at  OMH  included:  Tom  Rush  in 
May,  Verdant  Visions  in  April,  Moveable  Feast  at  Clark's  Village  in  August,  Musical 
Christmas  Program  in  December,  Labor  Day  Vespers  and  a  recital  by  Candace  Wharton's 
Meeting  House  Minstrels.  Also,  9  weddings  and  3  Memorial  services  (April  3"*-  Luis 
Gallop,  July  4*^-  Ada  Bixby,  November  4  -  Martha  Bixby)  were  held  at  OMH. 

The  minister  of  the  Community  Church  was  Rev  Keta  Jones.  Activities  at  the  church 
included:  World  Day  of  Prayer  and  the  50*  anniversary  of  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing  in 
March,  Vacation  Bible  School  in  August,  the  CROP  WALK  and  the  10*  annual  Fall 
Festival  and  Folk  Art  Fair  in  October.  The  partner  church  in  Zimbabwe  was  selected  and 
it  is  in  Kwekwe. 

The  Oak  Hill  Grange  #32  had  32  members  including  6  gold  sheaf  members.  The  master 
of  the  Grange  was  Heather  Kiblin.  The  Grange  celebrated  its  125*  anniversary  on  June 
17*  and  the  State  Master  presented  the  Grange  with  a  plaque  from  the  National  Grange 
that  includes  a  copy  of  the  initial  registration  of  OHG.  For  the  2°^  year  in  a  row,  the 
Grange  won  Grand  Prize  at  the  Hillsborough  County  Fair  for  best  Grange  display  and 
received  100  points,  the  highest  score  possible.  The  Annual  Citizen's  Award  was 
presented  to  Dana  Robertson  vAio  spotted  the  fire  at  the  Kopcza  residence.  He  called  for 
help  and  tried  to  find  a  way  to  enter  the  home  to  help  anyone  trapped  inside. 

The  Francestown  Elementary  School  had  an  enrollment  of  103  students.  In  addition, 
4  students  were  home-schooled. 

In  May,  the  Francestown  Community  Theatre  performed  "Harvey". 

The  day  care,  which  had  been  sharing  space  with  the  Community  Pre-School,  moved 
out  in  1999.  This  has  given  the  pre-school  the  opportunity  to  ofifer  afternoon  sessions 
along  with  their  u»ial  morning  sessions.  Between  10  to  14  students  were  enrolled  during 
the  year  at  the  pre-school. 

The  Food  Co-op  was  in  operation  for  its  25*  year  meeting  twice  a  month  at  the  Town 
Hall.  About  30  families  participated  in  the  co-op. 
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Many  young  people  and  adults  were  involved  in  scouting  programs;  there  were  6 
Brownies,  7  Juniors,  9  Cadettes  and  1  Senior  Girl  Scout.  In  the  Cub  Scout  Pack  there 
were  5  Webelos  II,  4  Webelos  I,  4  Bears,  4  Wolves  and  7  Tigers.  There  were  16  members 
in  the  Boy  Scout  Troop. 

There  were  953  registered  voters:  369  Republicans,  191  Democrats,  and  393 
Undeclared 

There  were  50  building  permits  issued:  6  additions,  2  garages,  19  houses,  9  bams,  4 
decks,  1  sunporch,  2  screened  porches,  1  swimming  pool,  1  carport  and  5  sheds. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  residents  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  were:  US 
Army-  Specialist  Shannon  Miller  and  Pvt  1"^  Class  Scott  A  Quihy,  USAF-  Staff  Sgt

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RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT    1 999 


This  past  year's  recreation  program  continued  to  make  more  programs  available  for  the 
Francestown  community. 

Two  basketball  programs  for  students  from  elementary  up  to  middle  school  are  run  over  the 
winter  months,  both  at  the  new  elementary  school.  36  children  from  grades  one  to  eight 
participate  in  the  program. 

Baseball  saw  62  boys  and  girls  from  ages  6  to  12  learn  to  play  the  sport  on  UnderhiJl  Field. 

Our  summer  program  included  camps  for  track  &  field,  soccer,  basketball,  street  hockey,  day 
camp,  baseball,  and  tennis.  Over  60  children  participated  in  multiple  camps  during  the  summer. 
The  Red  Cross  swimming  program  had  38  children  learn  varioiis  levels  of  swimming  at  Scobie 
Pond. 

Aduh  programs  included  aerobics,  yoga  and  clogging. 

Our  own  Halloween  haunted  house  and  games  at  the  Town  Hall  brought  new  volunteers  to 
organize  the  activities  and  many,  many  children  and  families  to  share  in  the  fun. 

It  is  always  our  goal  to  try  to  expjmd  the  availability  and  variety  of  our  programs. 
This  is  made  possible  with  the  help  of  all  the  volunteer  coaches  and  staff  who  run  the  recreation 
commission  and  programs.  Your  input  is  always  welcome  and  your  support  is  greatly 
appreciated.

The  Francestown  Transfer  Station,  as  usual,  was  a  beehive  of  activity  during  1999. 
According  to  statistics,  Francestown  residents  generated  well  over  400  tons  of  municipal 
solid  waste  during  the  year.  That  translates  into  approximately  2  pounds  of  household 
waste,  per  day,  for  every  man,  woman,  and  child  living  in  Francestown.  Moreover,  Waste 
Management  removed  more  than  70  tons  of  unserviceable  items,  such  as  furniture, 
bedding,  used  appliances,  and  other  throw-away  items.  This  amounted  to  about  260 
pounds  of  materials  for  every  single-family  dwelling  in  Francestown.  The  town  budgets 
approximately  5%  of  its  total  annual  budget  to  the  Francestown  Transfer  Station.  Of  the 
amount  budgeted,  more  than  70%  is  allocated  to  the  direct  disposal  of  ordinary  household 
waste.  Our  biggest  recycling  problem  this  year  has  been  the  disposal  of  metal  cans.  The 
value  of  steel  has  declined  to  the  point  that  vendors  can  no  longer  profit  from  recycling 
these  items. 

For  Francestown  residents,  the  most  significant  event  during  1999  was  the  passing  of 
James  (Jumbo)  Mason  on  February  13.  Popular  and  well  liked.  Jumbo  was  a  familiar 
figure  at  the  Transfer  Station,  having  worked  there  for  many  years.  He  approached  his 
duties  in  a  very  business-like  manner,  but  also  had  a  personal  side.  He  delighted  small 
children  by  handing  out  colorful  stickers  of  familiar  cartoon  characters;  and,  at  Christmas 
time,  he  was  the  town's  volunteer  Santa.  The  Town  subsequently  employed  two  part- 
timers,  Dan  Jewell  and  'Shiner'  Murdough,  to  assist  George  Cilley  at  the  Transfer  Station 
and  Ray  Fauchon  replaced  Marianne  McDaniel  on  the  Waste  Management  Commission. 

During  the  year,  there  were  a  number  of  minor  improvements.  Employees  at  the  Transfer 
Station  are  now  equipped  to  remove  refrigerants  from  old  refrigerators,  compressors, 
pumps  and  other  items  prior  to  disposal.  An  all-out  effort  to  complete  this  process  will 
ensue  when  the  weather  warms.  Francestown  resident  Rick  Crossland  deserves  credit 
for  purchasing  the  equipment  and  training  the  personnel. 

The  annual  household  hazardous  waste  collection,  slightly  delayed  this  year,  was  still  a 
resounding  success.  Several  55-gallon  drums  and  a  number  of  smaller  containers  of 
hazardous  paint,  pesticides,  resins,  adhesives,  and  other  chemicals  were  removed  from 
Francestown.  Jeff  Gorton  did  a  good  job  of  coordinating  this  event. 

Ray  Fauchon  has  been  very  active  in  getting  the  safety  equipment  updated.  All  protective 
gear  has  been  replaced  and  a  new  fire  extinguisher  is  in  place.  Several  important 
improvements  were  made  in  and  around  the  facility.  The  protective  railing  along  the  left 
side  of  the  compactor  has  been  replaced  and  several  minor  repairs  and  modifications 
were  made  to  the  buildings.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  a  local  resident  to  assist 
us  with  compacting  light  metal,  so  we  can  maximize  the  tonnage  in  our  steel  box. 

All  in  all,  it  has  been  a  busy  and  eventful  year  at  the  Transfer  Station.  We  continue  to 
seek  new  and  better  ways  to  handle  and  dispose  of  solid  waste  in  a  safe  and  cost- 
effective  manner.  In  that  regard,  we  are  open  to  any  and  all  suggestions  made  by 
Francestown  citizens  as  to  how  we  might  improve  these  services.

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1999  Public  Assistance  Administrator's  Report 

A  milestone  has  been  reached  as  we  finally  see  a  need  to  increase  the  budget.  For  2000,  the 
funding  will  be  increased  by  $500.  The  client  load  has  not  increased,  but  the  cost  of  rents,  mortgages 
and  utilities  has;  thus  the  budget  increase.  The  $5500  is  all  inclusive,  including  fixed  expenses  for 
publications,  memberships,  conferences,  and  annual  salary.  State  Welfare  reform  did  not  add  to  the 
Town's  financial  responsibilities. 

It  is  unknown  how  long  the  cost  of  fuel  oil  will  remain  high  and  so  it's  anticipated  that  some  may  need 
emergency  funding  for  heating.  To  apply  for  fuel  assistance  call  FUEL  ASSISTANCE:  1-800-322-1073 
to  see  if  you  qualify  or  call  me  to  discuss  what  is  available.  Again,  concern  is  for  those  on  fixed 
incomes  who  may  not  be  able  to  stretch  funds  during  the  winter  months,  combined  with  the  escalating 
costs  of  prescription  daigs.  Although  many  residents  pre-purchase  their  fuel,  the  sharp  rise  in  oil 
prices  may  have  negated  those  programs  for  the  interim. 

The  caseload  was  minimal  (5  household  recipients)  with  most  calls  for  information  to  tie  into  other  public 
services.  The  low  rate  of  unemployment,  high  demand  for  rental  housing  and  comfortable  economy 
have  kept  applications  for  assistance  minimal.  If  you  have  high  monthly  expenses,  being  temporarily 
unemployed  due  to  illness  or  disability,  can  cause  financial  havoc  in  a  matter  of  weeks  If  you  find  your- 
self in  a  bind,  don't  hesitate  to  call  for  assistance,  as  the  delay  of  two  months  or  more  can  put  you  ih 
financial  jeopardy  that  may  be  difficult  to  resolve.  Often,  with  utility  and  lender  cooperation,  amenable 
plans  can  be  worked  out,  if  you  don't  wait  too  long. 

If  you  need  services,  please  contact  the  following  and  ask  about  the  eligibility  requirements  and 
programs  that  may  serve  you.  SOCIAL  SECURITY;  1-800-772-213;  FUEL  ASSISTANCE:  1-800-322- 
1073;  HOME  HEALTH  CARE:  1-800-541-4145;  NH  Div.  of  ELDERLY  &  ADULT  SERVICES:  1-800- 
351-1888;  FOOD  STAMPS:  1-800-852-3383.  I'll  gladly  assist  you  with  applications  or  with  additional 
information. 

Often  calls  are  received  from  those  wanting  to  donate  used  items.  As  the  economy  is  basically  strong 
and  need  is  usually  very  short  term,  donated  appliances,  clothing  and  fumiture  are  not  needed.  If 
there  is  an  immediate  need,  public  notice  will  be  posted  asking  for  such.  So,  until  further  notice, 
please  bring  items  to  the  Transfer  Station  or  donate  to  a  charity,  so  goods  may  be  recycled  or  put  into 
storage,  if  space  is  available. 

All  the  major  expenses  of  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  were  generously  funded  by  a  $200.  donation 
from  the  Mason's  Pacific  Lodge.  The  Francestown  Food  Co-op  also  donated  $100.  and  funds  were 
received  anonymously  for  future  expenses.  Food  and  gas  gift  certificates  were  given  and  the 
Delahanty  family  prepared  a  fantastic  Christmas  food  basket  for  an  appreciative  client.  In  past  years 
the  Senior  Girls  Scouts  accompanied  me  on  the  holiday  rounds,  but  as  they  are  either  working  or  in 
college,  I  went  alone  on  Christmas  Eve  day.  This  year  it  would  be  great  if  teenagers  volunteered  for 
the  day.  Diane  Hanley  and  her  Cookie  Club  supplied  platefuls  of  treats  and  I  even  managed  to  bake 
gift  breads.  Each  one  visited  received  a  plant  and  the  Jr.  Girl  Scouts  of  Troop  537,  led  by  Jennifer 
Parker,  painted  bookmarks  for  giving.  Home  visits  are  made  to  residents  who  are  ill,  alone  or  have 
recently  suffered  the  death  of  a  loved  one,  or  just  need  to  know  that  they  are  important  to  the  fiber  of 
our  community.

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Whereas  the  national  Center  for  Disease  Control  states  that 
nearly  24,000  of  New  Hampshire's  youth  ,  currently  under  the 
age  of  18,  will  die  prematurely  of  a  tobacco-related 
illness; 

Whereas  to  pursue  their  ends  the  tobacco  lobby  has 
influenced  the  vote  of  most  members  of  Congress  by  means  of 
millions  of  dollars  in  campaign  contributions  to 
representatives  of  both  major  parties; 

Whereas  in  the  past  10  years  this  tobacco  lobby  has  ignored 
the  will  of  the  people  and  prevented  passage  of  997.  of  the 
congressional  bills  (172  out  of  174),  dealing  with  tobacco 
use  and  public  health; 

Therefore,  recognizing  that  profits  have  been  elevated  not 
only  above  people,  but  above  our  children,  we  the  citizens 
of  Francestown  join  with  other  towns  in  NH  to: 

(a)  Call  upon  the  General  Court  to  allocate  a  Just  part  of 
NH's  Tobacco  settlement  funds  to  fund  essential  Tobacco 
cessation  and  prevention  programs  for  the  youth  of  New 
Hampshire;  and 

(b)  Call  upon  our  elected  members  of  the  NH  General  Court 
and  US  Congress,  as  a  pledge  of  their  commitment  to  our 
youth,  to  state  publicly  that:  i)they  will  refuse  to  accept 
any  campaign  funding,  direct  or  indirect,  from  the  tobacco 
industry/lobby;  and  ii)they  will  support  effective 
legislation  to  curb  the  spreading  of  tobacco  addiction.

Motion  by  Steve  Brown  to  see  if  the  Town  will  agree  to  the 
following  resolution,  which,  if  passed,  is  to  become  town 
policy : 

Whereas  smoking  is  the  No.  1  preventable  cause  of  death  in 
the  US  today. 

Whereas,  in  order  to  fill  the  ranks  of  those  who  die  of 
tobacco-related  illness  or  manage  to  quit,  a  large  and 
growing  amount  of  evidence  has  confirmed  that  the  tobacco 
companies  have  been  targeting  our  children  as  their  prime 
■replacement  smokers*. 

Whereas  the  national  Center  for  Disease  Control  states  that 
nearly  24,000  of  New  Hampshire's  youth,  currently  under  the 
age  of  18,  will  die  prematurely  of  a  tobacco-related 
illness; 

Whereas  the  tobacco  industry's  targeting  of  our  youth  has 
contributed  to  billions  of  dollars  worth  of  healthcare  and 
productivity  costs  that  come  out  of  taxpayers  pockets. 

Therefore,  recognizing  that  profits  have  been  elevated  not 
only  above  people  but  above  our  children,  we,  the  citizens 
of  Francestown,  instruct  the  Trustees  of  the  Town's  Trust 
Funds,  through  our  Selectmen,  to  join  with  other  towns  in  NH 
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to: 

(a)  to  examine  the  investment  portfolio  in  which  the  town's 
various  Trust  Funds  are  presently  held  and  to  disinvest  such 
Funds  as  may  be  invested  in  tobacco  stocks  and/or  tobacco 
bonds,  such  divestment  to  be  done  as  prudently  as  possible, 
but  to  be  completed  before  the  Town  fleeting  in  the  year 
2000; 

(b)  to  report  to  the  year  2000  Town  Meeting  whatever  action 
they  may  have  been  obliged  to  take  in  compliance  with  (a) 
above; 

(c)  to  determine  that  a  policy  of  non-investment  in  tobacco 
companies  is  followed  henceforth,  unless  rescinded  by  a 
future  Town  Meeting.
